don Submarine Attacks on Shipping 
Only If England Will Abandon It* 
Policy of "Starvation." 

Washington, May 17. — If Herlln ac- 
cepts the views hold by influential 
Germans in this country it Is 
certain that the Gorman government's 
reply to Presid. nt Wilson's note about 
the submarine operations will be con- 
ciliatory and persuasive in lone, and 
will contain several suggestion! cal- 
culated from the German point of 
Tiew to avert nil danger of a break 
between the imperial government and 
the United States. 

Germans here refuse to tee in the 
president'* note nny rastigation of 
the Gorman government at which 
they should take offense, and are de- 
voting themselves entirely to formu- 
lating such arguments as can be 
brought to bear in support of the 
German submarine operations, which 
resulted in the Dusllania disaster, in 
a way which they hope likely to ap- 
peal to the American public mind. 
-y^TTiat Is, they are refusing to Indulge 
CBemselves In the temptation to get 
angry about the matter, and instead 
are endeavoring to present ways in 
which they hope it can be smoothed 
over. 

The views held in Merlin regarding 
the United States's position on the 
submarine operations are not definite- 
ly known here, but certainly the most 
Interesting phase of the situation as 
It exists in Washington is the effort 
being made in German quarters to 
bring about an entirely amicable ad- 
justment. 

These activities are regarded here 
as evidence that Germans In this 
country, at least, recognize the seri- 
ous possibilities of the situation, and 
are not willing that the two govern- 
ments should break with each other 
If there is any way to prevent it. 
Evidences of this attitude are found 
*wii the self-imposed official silence of 
the German ambassador, the deci- 
sion of Dr. Dernburg to eliminate 
himself from the situation, and most 
important, the private spreading of 
the German view in such quarters a» 
are regarded as likely to afford the 
easiest channel of communication to 
the American public. It is reported 
that the German embassy has even 
gone to the length of advising the 
German-American press in this coun- 
try to be moderate in its discussion 
of the submarine views. The Ger- 
man ambassador denies that any such 
Instructions have been Issued by the 
embassy, but nevertheless there is 
every reason to expect that the at- 
titude of the embassy In this regara 
will soon enough And its reflection in 
* the German-American newspapers. 

From the discussions that have 
been going forward here, It now ap- 
pears clear, the main idea of Germans 
In this country is that the Herlln gov- 
ernment should take care of the 
Lualtania matter by proposing arbl- 
, tration, and then dispose of the 



eral question of submarine operations 
by requiring the United States to re- 
new Its efforts to get Great llritain 
to abandon Its "starvation" policy In 
return for an abandonment of the 
German submarine program If they 
accomplish this they probably would 
have accomplished all they expected 
from their submarine program, any- 
how. 

The best German thought in this 
country has been concentrated on 
these questions for nearly a week now 
and It may be said positively that 
their views already have been com- 
municated to Ilorlin In one way or 
another. For this reason there is a 
disposition here to accord some im- 
portance to them, for it Is argued 
that unless the German government 
actually wishes a break with the Unl-

Requests United States to Use 
Its Efforts. 



May 17-Dr. Dern 
hurg. the kaisers sp-elal representa- 
tive in this country, desires to return 
to Kurope armed with a Mritish safe 
conduct for his voyage. It Is very 
much of an open question vhether he 
will net It or not. 

At the doctor's request Ambassa- 
dor llernstorff took up the matter 
with the state department Informally 
last week, lie Indicated that Dr. Dern- 
burp would like to have the 1'nited 
States government use Its good offi- 
ces to secure for him a safe conduct 
for the sea voyage, from the IlrlUsh 
embassy. The supposition seems to 
have been that the state department 
would he willing enough to do any- 
thing in Its power to speed the Ger- 
man unofficial spokesmnn on his way. 

The state department, however, 
has not shown any alacrity about tak- 
ing st. ps to secure for Dr. Dcrnburg a 
Mritish safe conduct. 

The department takes the view that 
as Dr. Pernburg hns never acknowl- 
edge d having any official connection 
with the QtlJUM kovi rnment, he Is 
not entitled to claim any special con- 
sideration at the hands ot the llrltlsh 
government, nor from the I'nited 
States government either for that 
matt'r. ('nmcnuently the state de- 
partment does not intend to expose 
itself to any embarrassment by ask- 
ing for favors for Dr. DefBbarg which 
the British nti not feel like granting.

It has bean my (TOOt pltasurc in last 
few day*, through Todd and Lot:.™ 
counties. Kentucky, to s«e many 
patches and tit-Id* of erimton clover. 
Not anything new In the clover lina, 
nut looks to be a farmer's friend in 
helping te redeem the worn lanile. 
The fields are now in full bloom. Tne 
beauty of its deep crimson, is beyond 
pen's description, and no brush can 
peeeiOlf paint, so beautiful a color as 
it carries, that (iod has given it. No 
[aint or brush by human hands give 
to us the many beauties of nature that 
we can see caeu day in the country. 
Vet there are doubting Thomases of an 
all wise God. 

This clover is seedtd generally in 
tne latter part of August, either in 
tallow ground or in corn, after last 
cultivation. Makes a line bay it is 
said, and a wonderful ferterlizsr II 
turned under after well matured. You 
can hardly use a cheaper ferterli/er. 
It sells for about *c, 00 and a bushel 
will seed 8 acres. It is worth a dollar 
an acre to look on as magnificient 30 
acre lieid as I saw, and was into at 
Adairville. Ky. 

There is not a farmer but can buv a 
gallon of seed and give it a trial. If 
it gives him auything like results I 
see in dubbing about over the high- 
way, he wiiL no doubt stretch it up to 
several gallons the next year. Try a 
ten or 100 square foot bed in your 
garden, if nothing more.

Oklahoma Entomologist Finds Evi- 
dence of Disaaas. 

Oklahoma City. Okla. — C. E. San- 
born, state entomologist ut the A and 
M. college, bus discovered that a dis- 
ease which he describes as paralysis 
baa uttacked the honeybees In Oklaho- 
ma I lead bees are furnished him for 
Invest Igntlon. 

He took live bees and infected tbem 
with the bacillus of the dead ones, aud 
soon they died.

Uccause roosters are allowed to run 
with laying hens during warm weather 
MtMBtOM worth of eggs are lost to 
the farmers throughout the United 
.States each year; aud most of this loss 
occurs during June, July and August. 
For this reason raisers of poultry are 
earnestly asked and urged to kill or 
sell matured males or confine them in 
pens away from the laying hens during 
the summer. Kggs that . ars Isid by 
hens nut mated are sterile or infertile, 
and do not decay. Ths fertilized eggs 
spoil very quickly when subjected to 
the influence of heat and if they are 
left too long in ihe nests or under 
broody hsns or are Isft in any very 
warm place the germ cells begin to 
dsvelop, the chicks oegin to grow. 
These growing cells may die at any 
stage of developement due to unfavor 
able conditions. 

Whether ths embryo diss or not, ths 
sgg Is useless as food and is unfit for 
market. If the wives of the farmers 
would once realize how much money 
thsy practically lose by allowing ths 
roostsrs to run with the layers, they 
would immediately stop the practice. 
Not one egg more is produced with a 
male running with a llock of hsns than 
without ons, and unless the roosters 
ars valuable as breeders, it is far bet- 
ter to dispose of them at the end of the 
breeding season and rsplace them with 
the younger stock the following spring. 
If we follow this plan we can always 
have good, strong, vigorous cockerels 
(young roostsrs) for breeders, and at 
ths same time get rid of the can of 
non producers. Let us at 
the most of what we

cannot help noticing, in the aisplay of 
agricultural power machinery, the al- 
most complete supersedence of the 
new design of power tractor, known as 
the caterpillar, over the cumbersome 
unstable, high wheeled engine of a 
few years ago. There are few of the 
old models on exhibition, while the 
caterpillar principle has oeen applied 
to almost every type of engine for ag 
rlcultural purposes. 

The caterpillar proper Is a heavy 
sheet metal chain, varying in width 
from ten inches to two feet according 
to the weight of the engine, which 
misses around two heavy sprocket 
wheels like a belt.

Pearl Culture a New Industry. 

Among Um interesting exhibits of 
the Japanese in the .Manufacturers' 
Palace at the Panama -Pacific Interna 
ional Exposition is a demonstration 
:>f the methods and results of pearl 
cultivation in the far East. The dis- 
plays of tins cultivated product, show- 
ing hundreds of pearls which until 
pearl culture was placed on a com- 
mercial basis a few years ago would 
have been the possessions of royalty, 
wiil delight any lover of beautiful 
gems, and tho methods of production 
Will prove Interesting to any ob- 
server. Though pearl culture has lie 
COM a thriving industry in lapan, at- 
tempts to reproduce it in other parts 
of tho world have yielded but meager 
results. 

The successful method of propaga- 
tion was evolved by Ike Japanese sci- 
entist Kokichi Mikimoto, who discov- 
ered a species of oyster which pro- 
duced the pearl on the surface of the 
shell. Though the finding of the oys- 
ters and inserting the nuclei, then 
waiting for the pearl to grow to a 
commercial size may seem a simple 
process, the fact that it has not re- 
duced the price ot the gems, even to

The radium ore used In the

Most Rapid Photographs Ever Taken. 

The most remarkable set of speed 
photographs ever taken are a part of 
the war department s exhibit in Ma- 
chinery Hall at the Panama Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition, San Francisco. 
They are pictures of a shell from a 12- 
inch coast defense gun in tight, the 
set including the various phuses Of 
Hie Might beginning just as the great 
projectile pokes Its nose out of the 
muzzle of the gun. 

The pictures were taken with a 
lens having an exposure period of 
me flve-tliousnndth of a second, this 
being the fastest shutter ever manu- 
'ac tared. The exposure at the proper 
ime in the flight of the projectile 
was made by breaking an electric cir- 
cuit In a wire stretched across the 
trajectory at the desired point and 
connecting with the shutter. 

One picture shows the shell half- 
way out of the muzzle before any 
smoke and gas has escaped. Another 
was taken when the shell was two 
feet from the muzzle but hidden by a 
heavy ring of smoke. A third 
Hie shell in tlight a hundred feet 
l he muzzle. The photographs are so 
perfect and the exposure so rapid that 
scarcely any blur is perceptible. They 
were taken at Fortress Monroe. Va.. un- 
let the direction ot ('apt F. J.

"The governor of Itndom assured me 
that In bis pfOVtMl 5011 villages had 
been burned. Refugees assure me that 
in a circle extending thirty milee 
around Lodz only five villages were 
spared. 

"Poland's population is suffering as 
no Europeans have suffered since the 
Thirty Veurs' war. Every second man 
is a refuge. Warsaw has 00,000 refu- 
gees, a third of them Jews.
